Napery of Handsome Qualify an 


Appreciated Present. 


Every housekeeper, whether in af­

The direct effect that changing bad 
roads into good roads has upon land 
values and marketing prices, as well 
as the general economic welfare of 
the community, is shown In several 
concrete 
illustrations

were 
gathered by the United States 
de­ 
partment 
of 
agriculture. 
In 
Lee 
county, Virginia, a farmer owned IOO 
acres which he offered to sell for SU­ 
SCO. 
In 1908 his road was improved, 
and although the farmer fought the 
Improvement, he has since 
refused 
$3,000 for his farm. 
A near by tract 
of 188 acres Is said to have been sold 
for $6,000. 
After road improvement, 
the same farm was sold for $9,000. In 
Johnson county. Alabama, the people 
voted a bond issue for $250,000 for 
road improvement. 
The selling value 
Jt that time was $6 to $15 per acre. 
The selling price is now from $15 to 
$25 per acre.

ed observation of visitors

Can Sedalia, her business men and 
citizens, afford a repetition of these 
conditions? 
Whore do you 
look

vacant 
houses and cheap 
rents?

During the im­ 
passable times to which I have re­ 
ferred there were 
acres 
of vacant 
houses in Sedalia, hut it is a note­ 
worthy coincidence, that applies with 
unvarying 
certainty

ever, that with the improvement of

filled up, hut their owners were un­ 
consciously inspired to tidy 
up and 
improve their property, just as far­ 
mers living on rock

About Our Dairy Cows. 
Under the provisions of the dairy 
ordinance enacted by the Sedalia city 
council early in 1912, the owners of 
ill cows the milk or cream from 
Miich are sold in this city are re­ 
f ir e d to have such cows tuberculin 
tested and to secure from the city 
"lerk a permit to sell sh eh milk or 
cream. 
When said ordinance was first en­ 
acted Dr. S. Sheldon, then state vet- 
*rinarian, delegated one of his depu­ 
ties to test all dairy cows in and 
around Sedalia and over 1,000 head 
were so tested. 
But tile ordinance 
requires retesting at the expiration 
if a year, and the time limit ex­ 
pired on all of those cows some time 
ago. 
Dr. D. F. Luckey, successor to Dr. 
Sheldon, kindly consented to repeat 
‘his work without cost to the cow 
owners, and Dr. J. K. Wood, one of 
his deputies, has been at work here 
for some time and has already teste ! 
a considerable numbr of cows. 
As stated above, the ordinance ap­ 
plies to the owner of every cow from 
which 
any 
milk or cream is sold, 
whether such individual 
owns 
but 
one or several animals, 
and 
they 
can’t get their selling permit from 
the city clerk without 
having 
the 
veterinarian’s certificate of test. 
Dr. 
Wood is anxious 
to 
complete 
the 
work of testing as soon as possible, 
and all persons amenable to the pro­ 
visions of said ordinance who have 
not yet filed their 
application 
for 
test with the city clerk should do so 
without
